op he tiny book in which this interesting ques- 
tion is discussed must be regarded as a volume 
which has zo¢ been spoiled ; certainly the printer 
is not to be blamed, for he has done his work with 
exquisite taste; the paper-maker has seconded 
him, the paper being of the best hand-made quality; 
the dzzder has also shown taste in his department ; 
the azthor, as in this case might have been ex- 
pected, has had the command of these subordinate 
forces, and the result is a most quaint and choice 
little book ; it has no head-lines, and no pagination 
—this is a whim of the author’s—perhaps because 
it contains only forty pages all told. Within the 
covers which contain those forty pages will be 
found a list of the sinners who combine together 
to spoil our new English books. There are no less 
than ten of these conspirators, viz. : (1) the azthor, 
(2) the publisher, (3) the printer, (4) the reader, 
( 3 the conzpositor, (6) the pressman or machinist, 
(7) the paper-maker, (8) the ixk-maker, (9) the 
bookbinder, and (10) the consumer. Inwhat pro- 
portion each one of the above sinners contributes 
towards the spoiling of the books which pass 
through his hands, it would be unfair of us to 
divulge, for it would simply be taking the spirit 
out.of the little book. Let every representative 
of the combination buy a copy of it for himself, 
and if authors are thus taught to admit their ‘ig- 
norance,’ publishers their ‘fussiness’ and their 
desire to cheapen and ‘shoddy’ literature ; prin- 
ters their carelessness and want of taste ; binders 
their greed of ‘shavings ;’ ink-makers their 
shoddy inks, which turn brown so soon, then Mr 
Stevens will have read them a very valuable lesson, 
and the consumer might hope for books like those 
of the good old times, before ‘shoddy’ paper, 
‘shoddy’ ink, and ‘shoddy’ printing and pub- 
lishing were invented.”—Pudblisher’s Circular, 
Jan. 15, 1885. 

«<« A handsome book and a new English book 
were once synonymous terms. Indeed, it used to 
be conceded the world over that the highest type 
ofa new book was English. Onlevel terms Eng- 
land could once well afford to stand comparison 
in book-making with any, other country. Can she 
do so now ?’ The answer given by this intelligent 
and observant Anglo-American critic is, we regret 
to say, in the negative. The production of really 
fine books adapted to the honest requirements of 


the public is, Mr Stevens assures us, ‘slowly but 
surely becoming one of England’s lost fine arts.’ 

Mr Stevens speaks with an authority which no 
publisher can affect to ignore. He bases his 
opinions and statements partly upon long personal 
observation, and partly upon discussions, in many 
of which he participated ; upon reports issued by 
the juries of the several great International Exhi- 
bitions since 1851 ; and, finally, wpon the verdicts 
of the last three, held at Vienna, Philadelphia, 
and Paris, at which the best and latest books of 
all nations were subjected to the closest inspection 
of experts. He tells us frankly, as one of :the 
jurors at Paris, in 1878, that each of his associates, 
almost without exception, ‘ feltand expressed his 
disappointment at the comparative quality of Eng- 
lish exhibits in this class.’ It cannot, we fear, 
be denied that, as regards the art of making up 
books, Great Britain is lagging in the race of pro- 
gress, especially when contrasted with some other 
nations. What is meant and asserted by this ac- 
complished and experienced critic is that modern 
English books are not of the average quality, as 
regards high art and skill in manufacture, which 
is found in some other countries. ... Mr Stevens 
has no objection to cheap books; but he warns 
publishers that, in addition to being cheap, these 
productions need not be unsightly too. He re- 
minds us that, with some honourable exceptions, 
there is a dearth at present in England of such 
publishers as Nicolas Janson, Aldus Romanus, 
Henry Quental, Henry and Robert Stephens, the 
Plantins, the Elzevirs, the Didots, Baskerville, 
Charles Whittingham, and William Pickering, ‘all 
of whose books, cheap and dear, were constructed 
on the lines of truth and beauty, and are to-day 
acquired and preserved as things fair to see.’ ”— 
Daily Telegraph, Jan. 23, 1885. 

“Mr Stevens treats his subject methodically as 
well as pungently ; has distributed his evil-doers 
into ten categories, and lays his lash pretty impar- 
tially on the back of each. He does not forget to 
pay a tribute of respect to those who have done 
well, among whom he honourably distinguishes 
the late Mr William Pickering, as publisher, and 
the late Mr Charles Whittingham, as printer. 
He suggests remedies as he goes along, but the 
general remedy he proposes is nothing less than 
the establishing a school of typography, in which 
every disciple of these ten tribes shall study a re- 
cognized grammar of book manufacture. Then, 
he hopes, ‘the art of book making will drift back 
into the practice of those same laws of proportion, 
taste, and workmanship so well settled and dis- 
played in old manuscripts and old books, large and 
small, long before and long subsequent to the birth 
of typography.’ The elegant little volume in which 
this sound doctrine is set forth, is published by the 
author’s son, Mr H. N. Stevens, and teaches by 
example as well as by precept. The American ° 
publisher might learn much from it, if he would ; 
among other things, not to send his volumes into 
the world without finis, colophon, or so much asa 
dash to signify that the end is come.”-—ezw York 
Daily Tribune, Jan. 26, 1885.
